What is claimed is: 
L A scannkg device, coii^risiBg: 
a casing 

5 a chassis slidably moimted in the casing, for heing movably driven by 

a driving unit from a first p^^tion to a second p osition in the casing 

a citcoit board installed on the chassis, having afirst side enclosed in 
the chassis and inounted wiliis photoelectric transforniing unit for perforraing 
image scanning and an opposing second side e^qposed to the chassis and 
10 formed >Ki1h a plur^ty of switchmg units; and 

a plurality of push-keys installed on the casing and fi>r being in 
contact with flie switching units when Ihe chassis is positioned at the first 
position, so as to allow the switching units to be operatively cooperative with 
tiie push-k^s. 

15 2. The scanning device of claim 1, wherein the push-keys is capaWe of being 
pressed toward a direction paraM to Ae circuit board when the push-keys are 
installed on a top surface of the casing above &e circuit boardv 

3. The scanning device of claim 1, wh^ein the push-keys is capiable of being 
pressed toward a direction perpendicular to fbc circuit board when lbc push- 

20 keys are in^Iled on a side surfece of the casing feeing flie circuit board 

4, The scatmisig device of daim 1, wherein one portion of the push-keys are 
capable of being pressed toward a direction parallel to Hit circuit board, and 
another poitLon of the push-fc^s are capable of bemg pressed toward a 
direction perpendicular to the circuit board 

25 5. The scaiming device of l^&rther con]4>rising a home 
chassis is positioned at the first position.
